ROOSEVELT SUPPORTS 
LL.O. CHARTER 


The attainment of the conditions 
laid down in the I.L.O. Philadelphia 
Charter must constitute the central 
aim of national and international 
policy, President Roosevelt; told 
[.L.O. delegates at a White House 
conference yesterday, states Reuter. 

He said:—“You have affir 
right of all human beings to 
material well-being and spiritual de- 
velopment under conditions of fÍree- | 
dom and dignity, and under condi- 
tions of economic security and of 
opportunity.” The worthiness an 
success of international policies will 
be measured in the future by the 
extent to which they promote the 
achievement of this. end. 

“You have, for the first time in 
history, set out in a form which 
could be adopted as a treaty by the 
nations a series of social objectives. 
want to assure you that this 
Government will do everything in 
its power to see that provisions for 
the attainment of these social and 
labour objectives shall be included. 

“ Looking towards the next I.L.O. 
conference, exploitation will be a 
word much heard of—the exploita- 
tion of the poor by the rich. I 
think,” added the President, “ you 


would inquire from the nurse in 
charge what the latter had learned
